.May it please Your Excellence, 

We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, submit the following General 
Report of our proceedings during the year 1897. 

The constitution of our Commission remains the same as it was at the date of our Constitution of 
last Report : the names of the Commissioners are set out infra , Appendix A, Commission. 

No. I., page 8. 

We held Quarterly Meetings on January 19, April 9, July 1, and October 5, Meetings and 
aud Special Meetings on June 15 and December 14. A Table of the attendances of Attendances, 
the Commissioners is given infra, Appendix A, No. III., page 9. At the meeting held 
on January 19, we elected the Right Rev. Monsignor Molloy to be our Chairman, and 
the Rev. R. M'Cheyne Edgar to be our Vice-Chairman for the year. 

The Standing Committee met 22 times during the year for the despatch of standing 
business. The names of the Standing Committee are given infra , Appendix A, No. II., Committee, 
page 8, and in Appendix A, No. IV., is given a Table of the attendances of the members 
of the Standing Committee. 

The resignation of Mr. Fleming, who had been our Clerk for a period of nearly 58 Superannuation 
years, was accepted by us, as from August 1, 1897. After a protracted corres- °£ Clerk, 
pondence, througn Your Excellency, with the Treasury, Mr. Fleming was created a 
Civil Servant for the purposes of pension on retirement, aud was awarded a retiring 
annuity of £76 10s. It is to be regretted that the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury considered themselves precluded from awarding Mr. Fleming his 
full retiring pension of £180, by the technical objection that Mr. Fleming’s salary only 
appeared on the Votes since the year 1880, although his salary was provided for by 
Parliament, in the general Estimate for the Expenses of the Commission, ever since 
those expenses were thrown upon the Votes in the year 1853 ; and while we were con- 
strained to acquiesce in the decision of the Treasury, we feel that the recompense for 
Mr. Fleming’s long and meritorious service is very inadequate. 

On the other hand, we regard with satisfaction the arrangements lately made by the Arrangements far- 
Treasury for the salary of the Clerk, whereby that officer will receive £150 a year, new '■“***. 
rising by annual increments of £5 to £300 a year. At our meeting, held on 
January 11, we appointed Mr. Stanislaus Murphy, B.A., to be our Clerk, subject to 
his passing an examination in certain subjects which have been suggested by the 
-Civil Service Commissioners and agreed to by us, and subject also to his obtaining 
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from the Civil Service Commissioners a certificate of qualification. In this connection 
we are pleased to report that the above mentioned Commissioners, on our recommen- 
dation, have issued to our Secretary, without examination, a certificate of qualification 
under the Order in Council of June 4, 1870, clause VII., and we take this opportunity 
of expressing our gratification that the status of pensionable servants of the State, 
which was expressly recognised by the Superannuation Act of 1 834, has been restored 
to the staff of our Commission. 

Accounts . — In Appendix B, i>i/ra,pp. 10-18, we print Abstracts of our audited Accounts 
for the year, together with the Report of the Local Government Board Auditor on the 
same. Our total Receipts amounted to -£0,347 19s. 6d., of which £6,573 7s. G d. was 
derived from rents. Our Expenditure was £9,007 19s. Zd. Of this sum, £2,461 7s. 10 d. 
was absorbed by rents, rates, and other outgoings chargeable against our Estates, 
including the expenses of Estate management. The payment of retired Masters 
annuities required £ 1,4 75 8s. 5 d., which, however, is less by £300 than the amount paid 
under this head last year. The saving is largely due to the cessation of Dr. 
Ringwood’s annuity on June 29, when this distinguished old Head Master died. For 
Educational purposes, we distributed or applied £4,043 9s. Or/., and we invested, 
for the benefit of several Local Bodies and Endowment Capital Accounts, the sum 
of £1,313 15s. 5d. in the purchase of £494 Great Southern and Western Railway 
4 per cent. Debenture Stock, and £372 Great Northern Railway (Ireland) like 
Stock. Comparing the figures with the corresponding ones for 1S96, it will 
be seen that our receipts from Land rents were approximately equal in both 
years. The increase of over £200 in the cost of Estate management is mainly due 
to unusual legal expenses in connection with the hearing of fair rent cases on the 
Armagh and Fermanagh Estates. 

The Ulster Royal School Endowments . — As in previous years, there are ten Schools 
conducted under our Scheme with a view to obtaining a share of these Endowments. 
We are gratified to be able to report that, on the whole, the Schools are still 
increasing in numbers as well as in efficiency. Mr. Murphy has furnished us, as 
usual, with a general Report of his inspection of these Schools for the year ending 
August 1, 1897, to which we beg to refer : it will be found m Appendix C, infra, 
page 19. There were, in all, 599 pupils on the School Rolls, and 567 in average 
attendance during the year. 308 pupils competed at the Intermediate Examinations 
last June, and of these, 192 passed the Examinations generally. These figures are a 
distinct improvement on the corresponding figures for the year 1896: being an 
increase of nearly 5 per cent, in the proportion of tire number of passes to the- 
number on the Rolls of the Schools. That proportion is 32 percent., which is 2 per 
cent, higher than the same proportion for the aggregate of the Irish Schools for the 
year 1897. Similarly, the proportion of the number of competitors to the number 
on the School Rolls is 51 per cent., being 2'5 per cent, above the corresponding propor- 
tion for the whole of Ireland. 

While the Intermediate Results show that these Schools are increasing in numbers 
and efficiency, and that they are decidedly above the average of Irish Intermediate 
Schools, we are satisfied that the Educational progress of the Schools, as a whole, is 
real and substantial, and that they are steadily advancing in usefulness, efficiency, and 
popularity. 

With one exception, all the Schools fulfilled the conditions prescribed by the Scheme 
to entitle them to share in the Endowments of their respective districts. That, 
exception is Armagh Royal School, and while we regret the failure of this old institu- 
tion to attain the prescribed standard of efficiency, we have good reason for believing 
that the failure is due to temporary causes, and we have strong hopes that, under the 
care of the distinguished Graduate of Dublin University who has lately been appointed 
Head Master, the School will again take a prominent place amongst the Intermediate 
Schools of the North of Ireland. Under these circumstances we have dispensed, for 
this year, with the fulfilment, by Armagh Royal School, of the conditions wherein it 
failed, so that it may not be deprived of its share of the Armagh Royal School 
Endowment. 

The total amount of money distributed, during the year, among the Local Boards 
Education, in respect of their shares of the Ulster Royal School Endowments, 
including the dividends on building funds belonging to three of the Roman Catholic 
Boards, was £3,23G 4s. 5 d. 
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This is appreciably less than the corresponding amount for the year 1S96. The 
decrease is, to a large extent, due to Estate charges for costs incurred on the hearing of 
applications of tenants on our Armagh and Fermanagh Estates to have lair rents 
fixed. Further, the result of the hearing of those cases has been that the 
apprehensions we expressed in our Report last year have been realized, and the rents 
in question reduced by about 20 per cent. We fear therefore that the slender income 
of the Armagh Boards, already reduced last year, will shrink still further during the 
current year, and we accordingly have to express our regret that Your Excellency 
Avas unable to give effect to the views expressed by us last year that the annuities 
payable, out of the EndoAvments, to retired Masters, should be made chargeable upon 
public moneys. 

The Local Boards of Education. — In Appendix D, infra, pp. 21-37, we print the Local Boards. 
Reports and Accounts of these Boards. These reports deal mainly with the School 
work of the year, and the manner in which the Boards have discharged their duties. 

The “ Free Place ” Examinations held by the Protestant Boards seem to have attracted " Free Places.” 
but three candidates, whereas, at the Examinations held by the Roman Catholic Boards, 
there appears to have been a brisk competition. The above mentioned three candidates 

g resented themselves at the Examinations held by the Tyrone Protestant Board of 
Iducation, but all of them failed in shewing sufficient merit. The Cavan Protestant 
Board have suggested that a modification of the requirements of the Scheme as to Free 
Places is desirable. We are considering whether some arrangement cannot be made 
whereby the existing provisions of the Scheme may be rendered more effective. 

Carysfort Royal School Endowment. — The net receipts of this Endowment, Carysfort. 
amounting to £118 18s. Id., were distributed amongst the five schools in the Carysfort 
District which were entitled to share in the Endowment. Small as the amount was, in 
each case, the money we were able to give has conferred substantial benefit on the 
Schools in question, which are all situated in a mountainous and sparsely inhabited 
district of the County Wicklow. But for the help derived from this Endowment, 
three of the Schools would probably have to be closed, as the numbers in attendance 
would not be sufficient to provide Class Salaries from the Board of National Education. 

The Preston Endowments. — On November 1, 1897, the Rev. Canon Keene, who was Preston 
an annuitant to the extent of £ 100 a year, Irish currency, on the Navan portion of these Endowments 
Endowments, resigned the Head Mastership of the Preston School, Navan, having been 
appointed Bishop of Meath. 

The Preston School, Abbeyleix, which is now in the enjoyment of the whole of the Abbeyleix. 
income of the Queen’s County share of the Preston Endowments, is continuing its 
career of popularity and progress. The last Report of the Abbeyleix Local School 
Authority is printed in Appendix D, No. XL, infra , page 37. Forty-six pupils are now 
at the School, being an increase of 5 over last year. Although the School has been little 
more than two years in existence, it has already done creditably at the Intermediate 
Examinations, while the progress and attainments of the pupils, as tested by the annual 
School Examinations, shows that the training given by Mr. Carleton and his assistants 
has been careful and thorough. Our Secretary, whom Your Excellency has been pleased 
to appoint Inspector of the School, quite confirms the favourable impression Ave have 
formed of its efficiency and usefulness. The buildings and School appliances are in good 
order, but the School has already out-grown the accommodation which the School 
Authority, with the limited means at their disposal, Avere enabled, in the first instance, 
to proAride, and to meet the want of accommodation which thus exists, the Head Master 
has rented a commodious house, in the vicinity of the School. We paid the School 
Authority during the year the sum of £203 125. 5c/., being the net income of the 
Queen’s County Endowment. 

The Leamy Endowment, Limerick. — We applied £243 85. lc/. for the benefit of the Leamy 
Schools sharing this Endowment. The Schools are two in number, one managed by Endowments, 
the Leamy Protestant Board, and carried on in a house rented for the purpose in Mallow- 
street, .Limerick, under the name of the High School, and one under the Leamy Roman 
Catholic Board. The latter is carried on in the Schoolhouse in Hartstonge-street, 

Limerick, which was formerly known as Leamy’s Free School, and which was transferred 
to the Roman Catholic Board by the Scheme for the future management of the 
Endowments, framed under the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885. There 
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were 41 pupils on the Roll of the High School, which is a “ mixed ’ School of 11 boys 
and 30 girls. The pupils are of all ages from infants of 7 years to youths and maidens 
of 16 or 17. The School course accordingly is both elementary and Intermediate. 
The Staff consists of a Head Mistress and three assistants, two of whom, together with 
the Head Mistress, were formerly teaching in Leamy's Free School, and were taken 
over by the Protestant Board to carry on the new School. Their salaries are partially 
provided for in the shape of the retiring allowances which they receive, under the 
Scheme, as teachers of the old School, so long as they are employed by the Protestant 
Board. The School house is not altogether suitable, and the sanitary arrangements 
require to be seen to. 

The Leamy National School is one of the finest and most efficient elementary Schools 
in Ireland. There are 614 pupils on the roll, all being children of the poor of Limerick. 
The National Board Inspector reports the School to be in a very high state of efficiency, 
though not so high as it was in the year 1896, when it won for its Head Master, Mr. 
Joyce, the “ Carlisle Prize.” The old Free School buildings have been remodelled and 
improved at very considerable expense, and when a proper system of ventilation has 
been provided, the School will be suitable and sufficient, in every way, for the accom- 
modation and instruction cf the large number of pupils that resort to it. 



Banagher and 2'he Endowments of Banagher Royal School, and the Diocesan School Funds. — The 
Diocesan Funds, indebtedness of the Banagher Endowments to this Board is gradually being reduced : the 
amount of principal debt now due being £200 15s. 11c/., as against £258 8s. 9d. last 
year. 

We have not yet been able to devise a satisfactory plan for applying the income of 
this group of Endowments. 

Scheme No. 90 under the Educational Endowments Act provides that the income of 
these several Endowments shall be applied for the promotion of 1 ntermediate Education 
in the localities to which the Endowments respectively belong, either as direct aid to 
Intermediate Schools in those localities, or by providing prizes or paying School fees 
for pupils attending those Schools. At preseut, by reason of the debt clue from the 
Banagher Endowments, the income of the Diocesan School funds, which amounts to 
about £80 a year, is alone available, and as the number of “Intermediate” Schools 
interested is more than forty, distributed over eleven counties, the duty of distributing 
the income, having regal'd, as required by the Scheme, to the needs of each locality and 
the relative numbers of pupils receiving or requiring Intermediate Education, would 
involve an investigation which we have not the means of carrying out, and, an 
expenditure which we would not feci justified in charging against the Endowments. 
The question of applying the income is, however, under our careful consideration. 



■Viscount The Viscount Limerick Endowment, Dundalk. — During the year, we took up possession 

Limerick Endow- G f th e Dundalk Endowed School from the Head Master, Mr. G. W. Johnson, and we 
ment, Dnndalk. so }d t ]j e same to the Duudalk Town Commissioners for a sum of £600. We have also 
commuted Mr. Johnson’s annuity of £30 for a sum of £330, and we consider 
this transaction to be an advantageous method of getting rid of the first charge 
on the Endowments, involving a permanent reduction of income of less than £9 a year. 
We have not yet been in a position to distribute any income for the educational 
purposes of the Scheme, but we shall have a substantial sum to divide by the time the 
next Intei-mediate Examination results are published. 



Banks The Banks Endowment, Eyreeouvl. — Pursuant to the terms of Scheme No. 12S, the 

Endowment, “ Trustees ” have submitted to us apian for the distribution, of the income, amounting to 

yrecou about £15 per annum, by way of prizes for the various classes of the Eyrecourt National 

Schools. We think, however, that this money may be more usefully applied in the 
promotion ot Technical Education at those Schools, and we have invited the Trustees 
to favour us with their suggestions as to the manner in which this application of the 
Endowment can be most beneficially carried into effect. The Eyrecourt Male National 
School has been transferred to the premises of the Endowed School, Eyrecourt, which 
have been partially repaired. Upon the repairs being completed to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioners of National Education, the Manager of the Schools will be entitled 
to receive from us a sum of £50 towards the cost of such repairs. 
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Estate Management. 

In Appendix B, Nos. IV. and V., infra,, pp. 16-17, we give Summaries of our Rentals 
and our Agents’ Accounts for. the year to September — November, 1896. We allowed, 
for that year, abatements of 15 per cent, to the non-judicial tenants on our Tyrone 
and Fermanagh Estates. 

In comparing the rent collection of 1896 with that of 1895, we must leave out of 
consideration the amount received from our Banagher Estate, of which we only resumed 
our control in the first mentioned year. The general collection was not so good as 
that of the year 1895, being about £190 short. This is mainly accounted for by an 
increase of arrears on the Tyrone Estate. Excluding this increase, the aggregate of the 
arrears on the other Estates is less than what it was for 1895. 

For the vear ending November 1897, we authorized an abatement of 15 per cent, to 
non-judicial tenants on our Tyrone Estate, and we further authorized the Agent of our 
Fermanagh Estate to expend, in purchase of seed potatoes and seed oats, 15 per cent, 
of the rents of those non-judicial tenants who paid in full. The Rentals for the year 
in question have not yet been made up, but they will undoubtedly show a material 
decrease in our Rent Roll. 

W e have agreed with our Cavan tenants to sell to them their holdings through 
the Irish Land Commission. Most of the agreements for sale have been completed 
and the advances sanctioned. Our Fermanagh tenants have made us an offer to buy 
their holdings, and negotiations are still pending.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY" 

With respect to the Inspection, for the Year 1S96-7, of Schools claiming to share in the 
LJlsteii Royal School Endowments. 



Between September 15 and September 25, 1897, I duly carried out my annual inspection of the above- 
mentioned schools which, as in previous years, are ten in number. 

The period covered by the inspection whs tlie school year ended August 1, 1897. 

The buildings and premises vested in the Commissioners, or in the Local Boards, arc, on tlie whole, in good 
order and condition, and, in most cases, were tlie subject of considerable improvements during the year. 

Armagh Royal School requires to have some attention given to the state of the roof which lets in the dump 
in places. Tlie water and sewerage connections, and the trapping and plumbing work generally, demand a 
thorough overhauling and remodelling by a competent sanitary engineer. 

With regard to Cavan Royal School, the outside sanitary aiTangements and conveniences should be com- 
pletely removed, and a modern water-closet system erected, ami connected with the town sewerage system. In 
this connection, I think it would be better that the well, from which the present domestic water supply is ob- 
tained, should be closed in and that the domestic and drinking water should be taken exclusively from the 
town supply which, I understand, is of good character. 

The buildings of Raplioe Royal School are in good order and condition. The sanitary arrangements and 
drainage system are sufficient, but the water supply of the dormitory water-closet is defective, being dependent 
altogether on rain-water caught from the roof. The cistern from which the flushing tank is supplied should, 
in my opinion, be kept filled from the town supply. The water would require to be pumped up, and there is 
a force pump in the yar d available for the purpose. 

The extensive improvements which have been made in Portora Royal School are well maintained ; a new 
and efficient water supply has been provided. The premises are in good order and condition, but I think the 
ventilation of the class-rooms might be improved, and connected with the open air, as it leads, at present, 
directly into the Study Hall. 

Every tiling is in good order and condition at Dungannon Royal School, with the exception of part of the 
older drainage system which has been found to be defective, but which is being set right. The ventilation of 
one of the class-rooms, to which I called attention in previous years, is being looked after. 

None of the schools under the management of tlie Roman Catholic Boards are vested either 1 in the 
Commissioners or in the Local Boards. They are, on the whole, well maintained, but there are a number of 
matters to which I have called the attention of the Local Boards concerned, which would require to be 
considered by them and dealt with. 

St. Patriok's Academy, Dungannon, is the only purely Day School under the management of a Roman 
Catholic Local Board. As the success of that school may now be considered assured, I think that a com- 
petent Arcliitect should be invited to design suitable plans for a “ mixed " school, in which the Male depart- 
ment and the Female department should be carried on separately, and that the building fund of the Tyrone 
Roman Catholic Board should be at once expended in the erection of new school buildings, sufficient and 
suitable, not only for an increasing Day School, but also, in part at all events, for the requirements of a 
Boarding School for Boys. 

With regard to the equipment of the schools generally, I have to repeat my remarks of lost yeor, as to 
want of provision for the teaching of Natural Philosophy, Chemistry, and Industrial or Commercial subjects.

A comparison of the above figures with the results of previous years shows that the attendance of the 
pupils is rising steadily, that the percentage of those who competed at the Intermediate Exam illations 1ms 
increased by 8 per- cent, since 1895, and that the educational results, as tested by those examinations, uro 
better by 4 per cent, than the results of last year, and of 1895, which was the first year during which the 1 
schools were carried on under the permanent arrangements contemplated by the schemes. The improvement 
which I noted last year is still continuing, but I mnv remark that, although the proportion of the pupils who- 
are presented for the Intermediate Examinations is well on the increase, there would appear to be at least 
three cases where the number of competitors was not at all as large as it should have been. 

The temptation to select promising pupils for these examinations, with a view to seeming a large proportion- 
of passes, is no doubt great, but, in my opinion, all tlic pupils who are of intermediate age, und who have 
been regularly instructed, would receive an undoubted benefit by being submitted to these examinations, and 
on the other hand, the parents and guardians of the pupils, and the Local Boards, are entitled to have the 
progress of the pupils tested by an independent and impartial State test. It is true that, in several cases, 
the proportion of those who are presented for the Intermediate Examinations is kepC down by the presence, 
in the schools affected, of over-age pupils, but although these pupils are, to a large extent, ineligible for 
competition in any of the grades, then- presence in the school does not hinder the Intermediate pupils 
from receiving regular and adequate Intermediate instruction. 

One curious fact f elicited, namely, that the English education of those pupils who come from the 
higher classes of the National Schools, while undoubtedly of a scientific and technical character, has, to a large 
extent, to be untaught, before the pupils can make satistactoiy progress in their Intermediate English course. 
On this point the evidence from nine out of the ten schools is unanimous and emphatic. While the “by 
heart ” learning of Grammar is good enough, the analysis of a simple English sentence, aud the writing of an 
easy piece of English composition, seem to be too much for the pupils. Whether this is the result of the 
National Board system of English, or of the method and efficiency of the instruction therein, it is not for 
me to say, but it is perfectly clear that, so far as this evidence goes, there would appear to lie a great 
want of continuity and uniformity between the Elementary and Intermediate English education of the countrv. 

Except in the case of Armagh Royal School, I consider that all the schools have carried out the 
educational purposes for which they were established and recognized, and that they have duly fulfilled the 
provisions of the Scheme. 

The teaching stall', on the whole, appears to be adequate aud efficient, and I observe that, in some cases, the 
number of the staff has been considerably increased, with great advantage. This is notably the case at 
Raplioe, and I would draw the attention of tire Managers of the other mixed school to the advantage of 
spending their yearly income in the payment of more teachers, if an inci-ease in their staff should appear in the 
least degree necessary, and in my opinion it does so appear, rather than accumulating their income, and 
letting it lie idle. 
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Free Places. — These were duly offered for competition by all the Local Boards, and they appear, on the 
■whole, to be getting more known and appreciated. At Armagh Uoynl School, however, and at Cavau and 
Raphoe Royal Schools, the competition is still very slack. I beg to repeat luy remarks of last year as to 
the policy of increasing the value of the Free Places, and I am strengthened in doing so by the remarkable 
success which yearly attends the competition for Free Places at St. Macar ten’s Seminary', where the first two 
prizes oonsistoafull Fre Place as a boarder, and a nearly full Free Place. 

Armagh Rnt/al School. — I nm sorry to report the decliue of this historic old school. Out of thirty pupils, 
only seven were fully qualified by age and due preparation to compete at the Intermediate Examinations. 
They all passed, but only five passed in the subjects prescribed by the scheme. A great part of the remainder 
of the pupils were either very young, some of them almost infants, or very backward pupils, ami the teaching of 
these scorns to luive been confined to the rudiments of Intermediate education. At the same time, I have no 
reason whatever to believe that the teaching staff were otherwise than efficient, or that, so far as the 
education went, it was not regularly imparted. I nm sure it is a matter of great regret to the Armagh 
Protestant Hoard that the school is not succeeding. But it is to be borne in mind that Mr. Gordon, who 
has lately resigned his Head Mastership, had, I understand, determined early in the present year to give 
up the school, and no doubt the circumstance that lie was about to resign may have, to a large extent, 
disorganized the school. Of course, in making this statement, I do not impute to Mr. Gordon any conscious 
neglect of bis duties. The school has now re-opened under the Head Mastership of Mr. Alaster C. 
Mac Donnell, a distinguished graduate of Trinity College, who has also a good record us a teacher, and there 
is strong hope that, under him, Armagh Royal School will recover, and will take its proper place iu the 
educational world. 

Under the circumstances which T have detailed, I am enabled to certify, and I beg hereby to certify and 
report, that, during the school year ended August I, 1897, all the schools maintained by the Local Boards, 
except Armagh Royal School, fulfilled the necessary conditions prescribed by the scheme to render them 
qualified to share iu the Endowments of their several districts ; and, with regard to Armagh Royal School, 
I consider there is a likelihood that it will fulfil those conditions during the current year, and I beg to 
submit that, under the power conferred ou them by the scheme, the Commissioners might dispense, with 
respect to the year lately elapsed, with the fulfilment by the school of those conditions, os to the non-fulfilment 
of which I liave drawn attention.

The Armagh Royal School has been efficiently maintained during the year 1896-7. 

The following was the teaching staff Thomas Gordon, «. a., t.c.d., Head Master; T. E. Lownds, u.a., 
Cambridge ; H. B. Dawes, H. M'Nicol. 

Instruction has been given in the following subjects :—Greek, Latin, German, English, Ancient and Modern 
History, Geography, Arithmetic, Algebra, Geometry, Book-keeping, Drawing, and Shorthand. Classes for 
religious instruction have also been held regularly. 
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A list of twenty "boys who (among others) have received instruction in the subjects prescribed by the scheme, 
and have made 100 attendances during the year, was forwarded as usual to the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector.

The small number of entrances for the Intermediate Examination was due principally to the fact that a very 
large proportion of the boys attending the school were still too young to enter. 

The number of Boarders dining the summer term was 12 and the number of Day pupils 19. 

TVe have again to report that no candidates entered for the Free Place Examinations, though we adopted the 
suggestion of the Commissioners and fixed a date in June for this examination. 

With the geuerous assistance of Mr. J. B. Lonsdale the Board were again able to oiler a House Scholarship 
of 20 guineas and one of 10 guineas at the Entrance Examination in January. 

The examination resulted in one Scholarship of 20 guineas being awarded to J. H. Monroe. 

An account lias been opened in the Post Office Saviugs Bank with a view to the formation of a House 
Scholarship Fund. 

By a letter dated April 1st the Head Master. Mr. Gordon, gave to the Board six months’ notice of liis 
desire to retire from his office on October 1st. The Board consequently pissed a resolution expressing their 
regret and their appreciation of his services, and made arrangements at the same time for the publication of 
advertisements for his successor. 

On June 1-ith Mr. A. C. M‘ Donnell, e.a., t.c.d., was unanimously selected to succeed Mr. Gordon, from 
a large nnmber of well qualified applicants for the office. 

Mr. M ‘Donnell met the Board ou June 21st mid agreed to accept the office oil the terms uuder which it 
was held by Mi'. Gordon, with the following additional prevision : — “That a Head Master's resignation should 
take effect either in the month of August or in the month of December.” It was further arranged on the 
suggestion of Mr. M‘Donnell that three vacations in the year should be recognised instead of two, but that the 
time given to vacation should continue as hitherto to be about twelve weeks in the year. 

During the year covered by this Report about £82 has been expended on repairs to the Rnval School 
premises, and about £84 in paying Local Rates and Taxes. The other expenditure falls cliietiy under the 
following heads : — Fire Insurance ; House Scholarships ; and Petty Cash to Hon. Secretary for ^postage and 
advertising. 

The amount received from the Commissioners of Education «s the Board's share of the Eudowmcut, after 
deducting Rent and other sums due to the Commissioners, was £S3 Is. 8 cl. 

About £20 has beeu received by the Board during the year as donations foi the purpose oE providing House 
Scholarships. And we understand that some small additions have been made to the Fund in the hands of the 
Treasurer of the “ Old Pupils Committee” — a fund which will soon he bunded over to the Board. 

We are decidedly of opinion that the resources at our command are inadequate to the permanent 
maintenance of a first-class public School us distinguished from a School which is the private speculation of its 
Head Master. We fear that this state of things is about to be aggravated by rent reductions on the Royal 
School estate, and we have invited the co-operation of the other Local Boards and of tlie Commissioners of 
Education in taking steps to prevent this and similar injuries to the usefulness of the Schools sharing in the 
Royal School Endowments. 

A copy of the Abstract of the Accounts last audited by the Local Government Board is appended.

Homan Catholic Board of Education. 

The Members of the Local Board are the Most Rev. Patrick O’Donnell, d.d., Chairman ; Joseph M'Loone, 
Esq., .r.p., ‘Vice-Chairman; Right Rev. Monsignor M ‘Fadden, Treasurer; Right Rev. Monsignor M'Glynn, 
Hon. Secretary ; Very Rev. J osepli Boyle, p.p. , Manus M'Faddcn, Esq., J.P. ; Patrick M'Menamin, Esq., j.p. ; 
and Hugh M'Devitt, Esq. 

The School Committee consists of the Most Rev. Dr. O’Donnell, Monsignor M ‘Fadden, Mr. II Menamin 
and Mr. M'Faaden. 

The Catholic members of the Estates Committee are Monsignor M'Fadden, Messrs. M'Menamin and 
M'Fiwlden. 

Five meetings were held during the year, at three of which the Chairman presided. The Vice-Chairman 
presided at one, and the Treasurer was elected chairman of the other. Appended is a table showing the 
attendance of the several members at the meetings during the year ended 1st August, 1897. 

At a meeting held on the 22nd December, the Very Rev. James M'Cinley, Dean, Maynootb, was elected 
Commissioner to represent our Board in place of the Very Rev. Dr. Maguire, who resigned. 

The Secretary to the Commissioners brought under the notice of our Board a proposition made by the 
Donegal Protestant Board to buy the interest of the Catholic Board in the Raphoe Royal School premises. 
Our Board regarded the proposal reasonable, but up to the present the price is not fixed. 

The Teaching Staff in St. Euuau’s Seminary are the Very Rev. H. Gallagher, President ; Fathers Kennedy 
and M'Shane, assisted by Mr. Magner, b.a. Tlie subjects of instruction given in the school are Latin, 
Greek, French, English, Celtic, Euclid, Algebra, Arithmetic, Natural Philosophy, and Trigonometry. Some 
fifty pupils attended the School during this year. A list of twenty names of pupils, who made over one 
hundred attendances during the year, lias been forwarded to Mr. K. D. Murphy, m.a., Inspector of Schools 
under the Scheme. It appears, from the official list of passes at the Intermediate Examinations published 
this week, that eighteen pupils from St. Eunan’s Seminary passed this year. The official list of Exhibitions 
and Prizes has not yet been published. 

The Examiners appointed to hold the examination for Free Places under the Raphoe Boyal School Endowment 
were the Very Rev. Dr. Maguire, Mr. Bannon, Inspector of National Schools, and the four Professors of the 
Seminary. The Examinations were held in the end of August.

Mr Lord and Gentlemen, 

In pursuance of the Resolution passed by your Board at its meeting held on the 10th of September, 1895, 
the Annual Competitive Examination for Free Places in St. Macarten’s Seminary was held here on 23rd and 
24tli June, 1897. Four Free Places, value respectively, £25, £15, £10, and £10, were offered for competition, 
Fourteen candidates, of whom eleven were qualified under the Scheme, presented themselves. Of the eleven 
qualified candidates, ten satisfied all the required formalities. 

The Free Places were awarded to the following candidates ; — Patrick Smyth, Edward Farry, Patrick 
M'Govern, and James Murphy. 

It is satisfactory so be able to report that the answering of the candidates, especially of the prize winners, 
was up to the high standard readied by the candidates at last year's Examination. We noted with special 
satisfaction that a more intelligent knowledge of English Grammar was shown this year than in previous 
years. There is, however, something still to be desired in the matter of English Composition. 

This year again St. Macarten’s Seminary was able to award out of its private resources two Free Places, 
value, respectively, £15 and £10.

The progress of both male and female pupils attending St. Patrick's Academy during year 1896-'97 was 
fairly satisfactory ; while the standard of education us tested by the Intermediate Examinations was not as 
high os might be desirable, the general proficiency was up to average. 

In the male department twenty-one pupils were examined and eleven passed. In the female, twelve were 
examined and ten passed. 

Wo should say, however, by way of explanation, that almost the entire pupils of the Academy were 
examined ; ns the number on rolls was only thirty -eight, of whom thirty-three were examined. 

Each year shows an improvement in the standard of the pupils entering the Academy, and there is every 
reason to ho)ie that in the near future both the attendance and proficiency of the pupils will show a marked 
improvement. 

At the Competitive Examination for Free Places held on the 17th of August, sixteen pupils competed, 
two of whom were found to be not eligible. 

Six were awarded Free Places, having scored over 50 per cent, of the possible marks; this percentage being 
the minimum nllowed to gain a pass. 

Besides Free Places the Board tried the experiment of offering free railway tickets to successful candidates, 
and are much pleased with the result ; as several of this year's pupils show a high degree of proficiency in 
their general English education. 

By the death of Michael Mackiu, Esq., .t.p., Fintouu, the Board lost a much-respected member. 
Patrick Meenan, Esq., J.P., Fintona, has been co-opted to fill the vacancy on the Board.

Head Master’s Report for Year. 

' October, 1896— October, 1897. 

My Lord and Gentlemen, 

I have much pleasure in submitting my Report for this year. 

We closed the Autumn Term of 1896 on December 22nd, our Christmas Vacation extending from that date 
till the 27th January, 1897. School Examinations were held throughout the School towards the end of the 
Term, and a printed copy of the Results and Prizes awarded accompanies this Report 
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THE COMMISSIONERS OF EDUCATION IN IRELAND. 



SPRING TERM, 1897. 

We re-opened after Christinas Vacation on the 27tli January, 1897. My Staff for this Term was altered 
for the better, consisting of the following gentlemen : — 

Mr. R. N. Moore (Senior and Upper Junior Mathematics). 

Mr. A. J. Butler (Lower J unior Classics, Mathematics, and English), 

Mr. D. Murray (Lowest Form in Mathematics and English). 

Mr. Dyer (Music). 

The result of our luck at the A.P.C.K. Examination was very satisfactory, and shows that our arrange- 
ments for the Religious Instruction of our Protestant pupils is satisfactory. I do not go into details, as they 
appeal" on the accompanying printed report. 

During this Term some of our old pupils creditably passed their Term Examinations in Trinity College, 
Dublin. In June two of mv pupils creditably passed the First University in Arts Examination of the Royal 
University, one of the candidates obtaining First of Second Class Honors in French. In the middle of 
June the Intermediate Examinations began, and we had a centre of Examination in Preston School. Six of 
our candidates succeeded in passing generally, four of them passing with Honors. Altogether we had fifty- 
seven Passes in different subjects of the Intermediate Programme, and fourteen of these were Fosses with 
Honors in Latin, French, English, Euclid, Arithmetic, Algebra, aud Drawing. 

Our numbers this Term were : —

The annual Examination for Free Exhibition took place early in February. There were two candidates — 
viz., Emmanuel Gillespie and Walter .Smith. The Examination was conducted by means of written answers 
to printed questions set by Dr. Biggs, Head Master of Portora, Enniskillen. Gillespie was the successful 
candidate. 

The Spring Term closed on the 27th June, the Midsummer Vacation extending from that date till the 10th 
August. 

During Vacation I had School closets thoroughly lime-washed and disinfected. 

AUTUMN TERM, 1897. 

We re-opened with the same Staff of Assistants on the 10th August. 

Our numbers this Term are : — 

Boarders, . . , . . .23 

Day Pupils, . . . . . .23 

Total, . . .40 

Same seventeen Boarders returned, supplemented by six new ones — viz., Huckett i. and ii., Conyers 
Beamish, Webster, and Jessop. Four day pupils left, and* four now day pupils took their place. Our Classes 
this term are preparing for 

(«.) Middle Grade, Intermediate, 1898. 

(6.) Junior Grade. 

(c.) Preparatory Grade. 

•Two additional Day Pupils Imre joined since, viz, Colo i. and ii. 

We have two boys who avail themselves of the Intermediate Classes, so as to be susidiary to their pre- 
paration for Bank of Ireland Clerkship, and a number of the boys avail themselves of the Intermediate 
Classes to befit them for the Universities or for commercial life. 

Having practically only the one large classroom there is unavoidably a confusion of voices owing to so 
many classes going on simultaneously in the same room. The provision of Woodville House as a Head- 

master's residence will provide in the School buildings ample classrooms, and other very desirable accommodation 
for the boys. Perhaps the furnishing of these extra classrooms with desks and seats might bo provided out of 
the old furniture of the Assembly Room. 

Throughout the year the health of the boys has been excellent, and no illness of any kind made its appear- 
ance among them except one or two cases of “ mumps,” which Occurred just at the beginning of this year. 

The Distribution of Prizes awarded throughout the School year 1896, took place on the 30th October, 1897, 
and a printed copy of Leinster Express report of the proceedings accompanies this Report. 

Expenditure on Furniture Fixtures for School 'luring the Year 

Owing to the large increase in Boarders throughout the year the number of beds, as to be supplied by School 
authority, went up from eleven to twenty, i.e., nine beds, mattresses, washstands, toilet ware, bovs’ wardrobes 
(all as in accordance with what had lieen supplied by School Authority in case of previous Boarders) were pro- 
cured by me, in compliance with the understanding that I had this power from the School Authority to order 
all requisites up to the requirements for twenty hoys. An additional large centre lamp was required for 
Schoolroom, and this requisite I ventured to supply. The expenditure on these items I hope to lay before the 
Secretary towards end of this Term. 

Tn concluding my Report for the year it is my duty to express sincere thanks for the very great kindness 
and helpfulness which the School Authority, collectively and individually, have shown and given to me in mv 
endeavours to promote the interests of the School.
